The Fight at Weissenburg—French Ac- 
counts of the AG@air—The Prussian 
Less Largely Estimated. 

Paris, Aug. 6.—The loss of the Prussians 
in the recent. engagement at  Weissenburg 
reached 10,500 in killed, -wounded and prison- 
ers. The French ‘forees defending — the 
town were but 8,000 or 10,000, while 
the attacking ‘force numbered: fuily 40.000. The 
enemy was so severely crippled that he could 
not follow the French when they retired. ‘The 
Journal Oficiel, ts morning, seys the French 
troops, who. to the number of 7,000 or 8.000, were 
engaged in the affair before Weissenburg, had 
to contend, with two Prussian Army corps, ix- 
eluding picked ‘troaps of the Prussian Guard. 
The Journal adds:

THE WAR. 


It is reported that a great battle was 
fought yesterday at Worth, in which the Prus- 


sians were victorious. A dispatch from Berlin, |

Thieves and Beggars. : 

Laziness and idleness are the chief sources 
of crime. The favorite pursuit of the 
willfully idle is begging, and from that. to 
theft is an easy and natural transition. In 
the older countries the percentage of thieves 
and beggars is véry large. In Great Brit- 
ain, with a total population of about twenty- 
_eight millions, the. statistics show an aggre- 
gate of about 150,000 criminals, and we are 
told that in at least nine out of ten cases it 
Snonees Se yee pseeetie. Nie eede sone 
to crime. 

In Gteat Britain, and sapsalbtih-idt5 dusittin 
since the organization of the Metropolitan 
Police, great pains have been taken to inves- 
tigate the causes aad prevalence of crime, 
and to gather trustworthy statistics con- 
cerning it: The. result has been the. 
collection . of avast amount of cu- 
rious and valuable official informaton, 
which ia regularly published, and from 
which some very interesting sketches and 
articles have been written. The most 
numeérous class of thieves are known 
as “the swell mob,” and they pursue 
their vocation in a great variety of ways. 
They are present in crowds of almost every 
kind, not excepting “Courts” and religious 
meetings, which are counted very favor- 
able to pocket picking. Another class 
of thieves prowl about auction sales 
for the purpose of stealing. and others 
sneak into warehouses and shops, often 
carrying off large quantities of property, 
which they sell to pawn-brokers, who are 
very frequently receivers of stolen goods. 
These receivers are the greatest encouragers 
of crime, for they are not only ready cus- 
tomers for the articles stolen, but very often 
advance money’ to expert thieves ‘on’ the 
faith of future robberies. 

Ié is natural that the increased vigi- 
lance and detective skill of the Police 
should have iticreased the skill of the 
thieves, and caused them to devise new 
methods of plunder far more difficult of 
detection than the old ones. Some of the 
dévices to entrap the unwary are exceedingly 
clever, and baffle the shrewdest policemen 
for atime. The post-office and the Press are 
made use of to. carry outa great variety 
of swindling devices... The railways are 
also: made accessory to some very dis- 
tinct “kinds ‘of thieving. Well-dressed 
women hang about stations, on. the 
watch for opportunities to steal portman- 
teaus; attractive men travel first-class with 
season tickets, on the watch for oountry- 
men whom they car, fleece with cards, and 
ready to pick a: pocket or carry away a 
promising looking portmanteau ‘or travel- 
ing case, These are styled “ first-class 
thieves,” and are often masters of: several | 
languages, and make profitable professional 
excursions over the Continental, railways, 
‘There is another class who. devote. their

Yet we need not doubt 
the sincerity of the poor fellow’s conviction, 
nor on any theory is his statement less 
pathetic. The incident is painfully sugges- 
tive of that irreverence for age which is be- 
trayed in so many ways in our society, and 
which is at once a shame, an injury, and a 
folly. Ashame because i partakes of the 
nature of impiety, an ‘injury because it 
eschews the benefit of experience, and a» 
folly. because it invites by example the 
infliction upon one’s self in due time of the 
disrespect now shown to others. It 
is easy to see ~how, in a new coun- 
try, and especially in a new democratic 
country, youth should assume a dispropor- 
tionate importance. Old institutions are 
discountenanced by the mere act of casting 
them off, and by.a facile analogy all ancient 
things are viewed with a certain discredit. 
Physical strength—the sheer capacity to la- 
bor—is, moreover, the thing of primary con- 
sequence in a new country, and bodily vigor 
belongs pre-eminently to youth. The rela- 
tive importance of youth is exaggerated 
from this cause,—much as manual, as distin- 
guished from brain, labor, is magnified un- 
der parallel circumstances. Graduates of 
Harvard, and professional men of Eastern 
repute, trundled wheelbarrows and carried 
trunks in 1849, in San Francisco, and could 
not make as much money by it asthe hardy 
Ceit, inured to toil, who gained his daily 
bread at home with pick and spade. The 
habits of thought and the social phenomena 
that spring from such conditions as these are 
easy to trace, and are familiar to observers 
in nearly all new countries. It is not hard, 
farthermore, to point out how divergence 
from established . creeds, and the erection 
of numerous independent standards of be- 
lief, whatever the other advantages of such 
separation, does not tend to augment the 
prevailing reverence for authority. There

‘Those who 
opened the season at Newport, Niagara, Long 
Branch or Cape May, are commg, here to remain 
for atime, while those who began their Summer- 
ing here are leavig for one of the above-men- 
tioned places... It seems, in fact, as if fashion 
were making ‘her grand rounds. She propably 
will not finish them until the month of Septem- 
ber has passed away, 5 

HOW TO “DO” BARATOGA 

To “do” Saratoga properly is no easy task. 
The routine seems to be about in this wise: It 
ig en regle to drink the waters before breakfast. 
This is not the universal custom, however, as 
early rising is not im high favor with those, 
especially,. who, make it a. practice to 
attend the nightly hops. After breakfast 
movel reading and general iolling : around 
divide. the time till dinner. The . dressing 
for this meal, if one may judge from the elabor- 
ateness of the toilets, (which are not invariably 
In good taste,) is a toilsome matter for the ladies.

. HIGH PRICES. 

Of course prices bere are inordinately high for 
everything, and if you remark thie fact to a 
store-keeper or livery stableman, he reminds 
you that “this 1s Saratoga.” Not to fee your 
waiter 1s positively atrocious; and, in this par- 
ticular, add fifty per cent. to what, in the City, 
for instance, would be a reasonable gratuity, 
and you will about comeup tothe Saratoga 
standard ; and so on through the chapter. 

NOTIONS VENDERS If FORCE. 
_. The peripatetic venders of notions, and those 
who have sundry and divers means for turning 
an honest penny, are here in full force. One will 
sell you perfumes, and another entreats you to 
purchase a dentrifice. One will punch you out 
a clothes-marker in a jiffy, and another assures 
you that you ought to buy his stereoscoptic 
views of. Saratoga. At one time you 
are besought to “test the strength 
of your lungs,” and .at snother to. “ know 
your weight in community.” I have not, as yet, 
met the fat-faced man of Broadway, who deals 
an the httle affair by means of which you may 
imitate a pig’s grunt, a canary’s singing, the 
pleat of a-sheep, or the peculiar sound which 
emanates from the frog pond. I suppose, how- 
ever, he will be here before the season closes, in 
order to glean the spare change that the others 
have failed to get hold of.

These 
‘vessels were the ancient pirogues of the Span- 
iards, which somehow found their way into 
Duteh waters, and the Dutch haymg adopted 
them, they did most of the local carrymg 
trade around Manhattan for about two cen- 
turies. A pertauger was pointed at bow and 
stern, and had two masts and no bowsprit.. The 
old Communipaw ferry ceased to be used when 
communication between Bergen and New-York, 
by way of Paulus Hook, was opened. 
THE ELIZABETHTOWN POINTS FERRY. 

The old ferry to Elizabethtown Points was 
adopted by common consent as the natural high- 
way for emigration from New-York to nearly all 
parts of New-Jersey.
